It is believed that Special Agent in Charge 
Ladd has a very definite and conclusive understanding; of gii 
the duties necessary to his position and it is believed 
that he very definitely represents one of the outstanding 
Special Agents in Charge in the Service. It is/, believed that 
he has very definite and .conclusive investigative ability 
and that he has a reasonable degree of ability in imparting 
this knowledge to others in the donduct of the work the 
training of the personnel under him. 



In recent discussion with Mr. Tamm it was 
indicated that some of the investigations being passed as 
approved by the Chicago off ice * indicated a weak supervision of 
the efforts of the agent in question, however, I believe that 
in the average case he is entirely capable of definitely 
directing what is necessary* There is a possibility that he 
may have allowed 3iimseif to become confused with the detail of 
the job rather than concerning himself with the direct 
necessities as to each individual investigation. It is believed 
that he possibly puts in more time at the office then is 
consistent with what is necessary and probably if he was to 
arrange the routine of his work in order to eliminate some of 
his night work he would be in a better condition to think clearly

I believe his long hours', of course, are due solely to his 
enthusiastic efforts in the interest of the Bureau; 

I believe this agent would give a satisfactory 
account of himself in the handling of a major situation or assign- 
ment and that he would be able to devise the necessary naans and 
procedure for carrying out the investigation and the direction of 
the men under him* I would rank this agent among the very f ev/ 
who would be considered the best in the Service; It is believed 
that he would give a very definite account of himself in the handling 
of a serious raid and that he would make careful plans for carrying 
same out. 



I have endeavored to make a comparison as 
between the thirty-six Special Agents in Charge of the Bureau; I 
have prepared a digest of my opinions as to each in conformity with 
your request. In keeping- with this idea I have listed all Special 
Agents in Charge in three groups; This grouping is based upon their 
relative ability and possibilities in performing the duties of 
Special Agent in Charge based upon what would be the ideal situation 
as to personnel considering the problems which will confront them, 
together with the manner in which .they would be expected to handle the 
situation; These three groups represent j .first; those better than 
average; second, those who would be considered average, and, third, 
those who would be considered less than average; taking into 
consideration, as above indicated, all the requirements and responsibilities 
of a Special Agent in Charge and the manner in which they would handle 
an emergency, particularly; in a complex situation or investigation 
such as a kidnaping case, raiding, and also the training of personnel; 

These groupings are arrived at with the idea in 
ipind of showing the relative value of the agents as Special Agents in 
Charge; embodying all of the above possibilities rather than trying to 
arrive at a comparison of the different and varying relative abilities 
of the individuals considered, as it will be realized that many of them; 
along certain lines, have abilities which represent greater possibilities 
than some of the other men and that they also present possibilities 
as to differences in a lack of ability as to specific efforts.

MEMORANDUM FOR TEE DIRECTOR 



The Executive, Conference lias considered the suggestion con-' 
tained in Mr. Keith* s letter of June. 25‘, 1936, that a Special 
Agent of the Bureau be assigned permanently to Western Europe 
and is of the unanimous opinion that the suggestion contains a 
great deal of merit. The' Conference feels, however, that the 
greatest difficulty in placing this suggestion in operation is. 
in the selection of a proper Agent to handle the assignment when 
.consideration is given to the necessity for selecting a man who, 
without direct supervision, will devote his entire time to pro-> 
mpting, the Bureau’s interest in Europe and. a realization that a 
person occupying' such a position would he required to meet rather, 
numerous social obligations in a manner that 'would not -reflect 
discredit on the Bhrcau. The Conference, while conceding that 
the persons name -hereafter, do not possess all of the qualifica- 
tions desired, to. a. preeminent degree, believe that, the persons 
named hereafter are,' the best' qualified men In* the; Bureau avails , 
able for consideration for this Assignment, 

The members of the Conference were Of the unanimous opin- 
ion that Agents in Charge Whitley and Ladd present respectively, 
the most desirable combination of qualities for selection to this 

assi gnm ent at the present time.- * . ’ ■

J Mir. Nathan is of the opinion that Special Agent in. Charge , 

Vetterli wouia constitute a good third choice for this: .assignment. 
Mr. Tolson and Mr. Teanm : are .of the opinion that Vetterli does hot 
have the proper balance for this assignment.

\ * SUMMARIZATION' - 

1 “ 

’ Mr. Ladd* s. general firearms executive ability and his personal 

knowledge of the proper use and application ,of the firearms place, him 
above the .average in this . regard. His. ability to property instruct and 
impart this knowledge to others is excellent. His range generalship and 
safety precautions .were good. Only upon , one occasion, during the whole 
length of time that the writer observed Mr*. Ladd giving his instructions 
to the :Special .Agents was it necessary to call to his attention any lack 
of the proper application of correct firing range, procedure i. Numerous 
.times while the Agents were on the firing line,' Mr. Ladd would assist 
them in. the correct stance; and on several occasions when the Agents did 
not comply, with the commands that he gave them- on the firing line, he 
would readily reprimand them- for the disobedience of same. 

RECOMMENDATION • 

In my opinion, Mr. -Ladd is capable of properly conducting, 
monthly firearms, training . In several instances, v/here it, was thought 
advisable,- his attention was called to minor infractions of proper range 
generalship. He received these suggestions very willingly and advised 
in- each instance that he appreciated the suggestions .and .would see that 
they were adhered" to in, the future. 

DETAILED REPORT 



' * ' Range Facilities * 

The firearms training at the Chicago Office is held on the 
Fort Sheridan Range, which "is located approximatety .thirty miles from 
Chicago. This- is' a splendid range consisting of 40 targets on the 
rifle range and 10 targets on the pistol range,. The facilities which 
Mr. Ladd is afforded in connection with, holding his monthly firearms 
training on this range are- ideal; A sergeant, who is in charge of the 
rifle range.- is always -present during the course of fire that is being 
conducted by the .Agents, as this is a military rule of this range which 
must be adhered to. A permanent telephone is in, use between, the firing 
line arid .the target butts and no trouble is experienced in communicating 
between the firing line and the pits. 

The range is in use from time to time by the regular soldiers 
assigned to this Military Reservation and it is. thought that, -in the 
- event this- range was not entirely safe, fire would not ’be allowed on it.

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Training Given 

Special Agent in Charge D. Mi Ladd and Special /Agents J. W. 
Cannon, W. J* Deyereux, Charles Jenkins, M. V. Kirkland, A. D. Mehegan, 
G. H. Meyer, Albert Miller, T. F. Mullen, A. J. Norstrom, J.. C. Wheeler., 
G. H. Wilson, S. M. 7/olf, L. A. Beckstead, H. 0. Schrp'eder, E. C. Dixon, 
0. E. Floyd, E.. B. Smith and A. H. Johnson arrived at the range on the 
morning of August 28, 1936, at8:45 A. M. and they were immediately 
called to the firing, line and proceeded to fire the pistol course* 

Pistol and Revolver Instruction 

The course -of fire consisted of 10 shots slow fire and 10 
shots timed fire at 25 yards, and 10 shots rapid fire at 15 yards. The 
timed fire was 15 seconds per string of' 5 shots and the rapid fire was 
12 seconds per string of 5 shots. The above course was fired ,on the 
"Army L" target i 

Six Agents were called, to the firing line at one time ‘and 
were properly assigned to their respective targets and were also 
properly instructed .as to the method in which they should handle their 
guns while on and off the filing line.. It was also noted that all 
pistols and revolvers were kept unloaded at all times except, when the 
Agents were given the command to load while on the firing line. They 
were also instructed' to leave the magazine out of the pistol and lock 
the slide’ open. They .were further instructed to leave the cylinders 
open on the revolvers until they had received the command to n load and 
lock”., 



It was noted that while the Agents were in their positions 
and firing at the targets, they were properly instructed as to the 
correct stance that they should maintain while firing these weapons. 

The general safely precautions exhibited while firing this particular 
course of fire were excellent. 

Thompson Submachine Gun 

The course of fire with this arm consisted of 10 shots 
slow fire and 10 shots burst fire at 25 yards on the "Army L n target. 

The general instructions such as safety .precautions, stance, 
loading and unloading and also the coaching of the Agents- while on 
the firing line, were very. good. It was noted that the stocks of these 
weapons were carried.on the outside of the arm, as they should' bej and 
it was not necessary to call to the attention of Mr. Ladd or the Agents

The writer questioned Mr. Ladd as to why he had the Agents 
fire this course' of fire on the "Arny L n target and Mr. Ladd advised 
that he was making arrangements whereby the course of fire in the 
future with the Thompson Submachine Gun would be on n bobber n targets* 

Repeating, and Autoloading Shotguns 

The course of fire with these weapons consisted of 5 shots 
each from the Repeating and the Autoloading shotguns at clay pigeons 
thrown from a stationary target trap. 

The instructions in regard to loading, unloading, safety 
precautions etc. 7 displayed by Mr. Ladd while the Agents were firing 
these weapons were excellent. « 

30.06 Remington Express 

The course' of fire with this weapon consisted of 5 shots 
prone or sitting and 5 shots standing on the "A" target at 200 yards. 

It was noted that when the Agents removed .these weapons 
from the carrying cases, they immediately opend the ; bolts and deter^ 
mined definitely that they were not loaded. The bolts were then kept 
open until the Agents had addressed the firing line and were given the 
command to load. During the course of fire by the Agents with this 
arm, Mr. Ladd on several occasions . corrected the positions of some of 
the Agents who were not in correct positions. His commands given while 
the men were on -the. firing .line were very clear and were given in such 
a manner that he obtained immediate response to them. 

.351 Autoloading Rifle 

•The course of fire with this arm consisted of 5 shots sitting 
or kneeling and 5 shots standing at 100 yards on the "A" target. 

The safety precautions displayed by the Agents while handling 
this arm, together with the fact that they only loaded upon command ^ 
were very commendable. It was further noted that upon .removing these 
guns from the carrying cases, the bolts were immediately locked open 
and in no instance closed until the command to load while on the firing 
line was given. On one occasion, an Agent was observed to load before 
he had been given the command to do so and Mr. Ladd immediately repri- 
manded him for doing so.

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Colt- Monitor 



The course of fire with this arm consisted of 10 shots slow 
fire .and 10 shots in 30 seconds at 100 yards on the M A n target. 

The general safety precautions, including the correct method 
of allowing the bolt to remain forward at all times while not on the , 
firing line and .also to leave the bolt in this manner when leaving the 
firing line, were properly handled. They were also instructed as to 
the- method of correctly loading and unloading this arm. 

It. was noted, however, that they were using the carrying cases- 
in lieu of sand bags while firing this gun and . on one, or two occasions, 
the carrying cases- fell over, which was very dangerous as the- arm. might 
have been discharged while the muzzle was pointed toward' the ground. 

This was called to Mr. Ladd’s attention and it was suggested that he 
'attempt to obtain some sand bags for the assistance of .firing this- gun 
in the future. Mr., Ladd- advised that he would do so and that in the 
future when this arm was fired, it would be while resting on sand bags. 

Gas Gun and Gas Candle 



The Agents were very ably instructed as to the proper method 
of ' placing the bouchon- in. the palm of the. hand and some, two or- three- of 
these gas candles- were thrown with very .favorable- results. 

Two' long range practice projectiles were fired from the gas 
gun at a distanc.e of approximately 75 yards and the Agents were in-r 
structed how to use this arm- and align the sights- before they were 
allowed to fire. same. . ‘ !

Due to the fact that the^ writer had to catch-.an early train 
departing from Chicago, it was not possible to- be present while- the. 
Agents were cleaning the> various- guns which they had fired at Fort 
Sheridan; however; on; the afternoon previous while giving, the afore- 
mentioned Agents and Mr. Ladd a lecture on the various, firearms, after 
.each individual arm was- discussed, the proper method of cleaning same 
was brought to .their attention.. In .the, case, of the 30.06 Remington 1 
Express", the gas Jgun and the Colt Monitor, their attention was called 
to the fact that these -guns should .receive a second cleaning, within 36 
to 4$ , hours after the initial cleaning. Attention was called to the 
fact that; the gas cylinder should receive special attention while 
cleaning the Colt- Monitor. .

f Condition of Equipment 

After living observed the .efficient manner in which Mr. Ladd 
conducted the firing of" the various arms in use by the Bureau and the' 
methodical way in which he instructed the Agents both individually and- 
collectively as to .the. proper method of handling these arms, the 
writer was indeed- at a loss tc> understand why the firearms assigned to 
the Chicago Office were .in. -the condition in* which they were. The con- “1 
dition of all* the firearms in this^ office was pathetic., Of the thirteen 
Thompson Submachine Guns examined by the writer, ten of them were found 
„ to be either dirty or the magazines improperly loaded. No less than 
nine magazines were found’ to be loaded with 21 cartridges. This con- 
dition has proven time and again to cause jams while firing this. gun. 

This was previously called to the attention of the .Special Agents in 
Charge while they were in conference in Washington, and it was pointed 
out that, this was one of the main causes of a malfunction, in the use 
o'f these guns. Further, that it was entirely possible, in the event an , 
Agent should have ajmagazine so loaded and be conducting a raid,, for his 
life to be' endangered in the event he should have to use this: arm while 
.it was loaded in this manner. 

It- was noted that in addition to the barrels 'on the afore- 
mentioned guns being ina very dirty condition, in some, instances even 
the bolts of these guns had not been properly cleaned and, of .course, 
a gun being in- this condition could not be. expected to function properly. 
It was apparent from the looks of these guns that too much haste had 
been exercised on the part of the Agents' assigned to clean them in the 
past. 



Of the eighteen Repeating and Autoloading shotguns examined, 
fourteen of these guns were found to be in an unclean condition. -A 
majority of these guns, was found to have been put away with either the 
bolt locked open or the hammer spring compressed, this being in strict 
violation of Section 29 of the Manual of Instructions-. 

One Colt Monitor, namely Mohitor #0-102853, was found to be 
in a pitiful condition. The barrei was corroded; the gas cylinder was 
stopped up with excessive’ corrosion; the bolt was locked open; and there 
was considerable rust on the outside of the gun. The writer was at a 
loss to understand why a gun was allowed' to be in such a condition. It. 
was very apparent that the person assigned $ 0 . clean this gun in- the past 
had not done so. 
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Of tbe remaining guns examined, a Remington, Rifle, a gas ‘ 
gun and one pair of leg irons were' found to be rusty. The remaining 
leg’irons, handcuffs and, bullet-proof vests assigned to the: Chicago 
Office were in perfect condition.

In examining the surplus pistols and revolvers assigned to 
the Chicago Office, a .38 Super Automatic 1 ' was also found to be in a 
very poor condition', inasmuch* as it was dirty both inside, and out and 

some rust was noted thereon. 

- « 

Upon entering the’ vault where the firearms are kept, a 
terrific leakage of tear gas was present} and apparently from the 
manner in which the gas candles were placed in the shelves, no steps 
had been taken to rpmedy this condition. .The concentration of gas 
was so bad in this vault that it 'was impossible c to, -remain in same for 
any length of time. 

^he general appearance of the vault inside, which consisted 
mainly of firearms equipment, was not at .all in- a condition which 
would give credit to the Chicago Office. 

All of the above notations in regard to, the condition of 
equipment, leakage of tear gas', and the general, appearance of the 
vault were called to the attention of- Mr. Ladd. When asked! for an . 
explanation as to the condition of these guns, he advised that in* the 
past upon returning, to the Chicago Office from the range, he had 
assigned a gun or guns to each Agent present and instructed them to 
properly clean the guns} that after they .had cleaned the guns, they 
would place them in the carrying cases and in addition a slip of 
paper was placed in the carrying .cases with the name of the Agent 
who had cleaned, the gun thereon, together with, the* number of the gun 
and the date it- was, cleaned. In this manner, anytime: Mr. Ladd wished 
to determine who had cleaned a certain* gun, he could do so by referring 
to the slip of paper which was placed in the, carrying case. 

Mr. Ladd frankly.. admitted 'that other duties, such. as speak- 
ing engagements etc. of recent date, had kept, him away from the 
Chicago Office and that he had not had sufficient time to properly 
examine each weapon assigned to his office and that perhaps, this 
accounted for the fact that the guns were found in such a poor con- 
dition. Mr. Ladd advised that he would immediately have all guns- 
■proper ly cleaned and would .see that the vault and its contents were 
arranged in an orderly manner. 
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A suggestion was. made* to Mr. Ladd in regard to the storing 
of the gas candles and the gas projectiles in this vault in order, that 
they .might not encounter as much difficulty, from leakage. It was 
suggested to him that all candies and .projectiles not in the regular ^ 
carrying cases, be placed in a suitable container with excelsior placed 
over the top of them and an old blanket, or its equivalent, placed .on 
top of this, as it was thought that if the candles were stored in this- 
manner, they would be properly taken, care of. 

From the amount, of gas that was present in the vault, it was 
thought that, perhaps this was the reason that the guns had . not received 
proper cleaning in the past, as a gun cleaning table is located In this 
vault and all guns are cleaned in same,, and it is' doubtful if ah Agent 
cleaning a gun in this vault with this .amount of tear gas, present could 
properly clean .Same.-/' * This fact was* brought, io Mr. Iadd’e attention.

A. considerable amount of Winchester ammuhitioh both, for the 
.38 and .45 Calibre, arms was found to be on;hand, and it was suggested 
that in the future this , ammunition shouid be' used in that ;it was. de- 
sirable to keep-a fresh supply on hand in each office* rhther than- the 
older ammunitions * ? 

Oni the* evening, of August 27, 1936j Mr. Ladd had the afore- 
mentioned Agents present and at this time, each arm in use by the 
Bureau was individually discussed with those present. ^During the. dis- 
cussion of these arms, the‘ correct loading, safety precautions while 
on and off the range, proper stances > and cleaning procedure were dis- 
cussed; At this time, their attention was called to. several paragraphs 
in Section 29 of; the Manual, of Instructions relative to the placing of 
firearms in the ■ .carrying cases with the recoil springs etc. compressed. 
Their attentionwas further called to the. fact, that this section men-, 
tioned that all Bureau firearms should .be properly cleaned after being 
fired. 

In view of the rather damp climate.'in which the Chicago Office 
is located, it was suggested -to Mr., Ladd that a quantity of calcium, 
chloride, or- its equivalent, should.be placed in this gun vault' to pre- 
vent the ^sweating" of the firearms . 



During the discussion of the various firearms with the; Agents, 
their attention was also called to the - letter of. recent date in- which 
you referred to. the; accidental discharge of .firearms in the various 
Field Offices ,'ahd. the fact that they could expect disciplinary aq 
to be taken in the. event this occurred.

Heading t^e group of speakers heard on the morning 
program was D. M* Ladd;, brilliant youthful head of 
the Chicago bureau of the federal department of jus- 
tice. Ladd, who created an unusually favorable impress- 
ion with the assembled county officers, brought a 
personal message from Edgar Hoover, federal head of 
the department of justice and an interesting mes- 
sage to the county officers about the cooperation 
the federal agents were willing to give at all times. 



Ladd's address touched principally upon cases where- 
in the federal agents were able to help sheriffs. 

He told of the -more familiar Dyer and "white slave" 
acts, where federal agents may be called in, and 
explained new laws passed to aid local law enforce- 
ment agencies. They incliided. the measures of "flight 
to avoid prosecution," where the agents may be called 
in if anyone committing a major crime flees a state 
to avoid prosecution, and the jinational stolen prop- 
erty act," where transfer of $5000 worth or more of 
stolen -securities, cash or articles gives the "G" 
men jurisdiction. He urged the sheriffs to take 
advantage of the bureau of identification and the 
federal technical laboratory.

Further reference is made to the Executive Conference 
memorandum dated April 22, 1937, relative to the possibility of the 
Bureau participating, to a greater extent, in training schools for 
local, county, and state la w enforcement officers. 

In this connection it is my frank opinion that the Bureau 
should do everything possible to dominate the training school situa- 
tion throughout the United States. I think that v;e are possibly 
losing some ground by having men who obviously are not qualified 
lecture at police conventions and before police schools. I have in 
mind the fact that North Dakota has not been represented in the 
Police Academy, nor do we have an application from that state. 

South Dakota -has been represented by only one man who is in the 
present school, and this may be wildly speculative, yet I believe 
that this may be attributable, in part, to the fact that there are 
but few small towns and the territory sparsely settled, but the 
further fact that Hr. Hanni, who does not speak English clearly,, 
undertakes to lecture in the training schools, and, in my mind, 
discourages any activity of this kind. This is just an example of 
what may be occurring in many instances. 

I certainly think that in order for the Bureau to be invited 
to attend training schools and conventions a carefully selected 
individual should bo chosen and that it would be bettor to decline 
rather than to send someone that we all know is totally unqualified 
to fill the job. 



I am of the opinion, therefore, that to the extent possible, with 
available personnel who are qualified, the Bureau should undertake to 
participate in all police conventions and police training schools-. 

I have tried to prepare a list of those Bureau employees 
whom I believe to be qualified along this line, with special reference 
to the types of lectures which they can give, provided the Bureau 
furnishes those who are in the field with some material or outlines. 

I believe that the Bureau should undertake to give experience to additional 
employees who show latent qualifications. With this in mind Hr. Kohn is 
presently in Washington to receive such training. If a program could be 
inaugurated YJhere, for a period of thirty to sixty days, different field

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employees could be brought to Washington and assigned to lecture 
.before training schools they could be given experience and training, 
and then the Bureau will have available, in its field offices, field 
employees who could relieve the Seat of Government from the burden 
of having to handle all of these assignments. 

I am further of the opinion that although the Bureau should 
not go out and openly solicit invitations to teach in police training 
schools, the Special Agents in Charge should be aware of the existence 
of all police training schools in their respective territories, should 
keep well informed as to their programs , policies, plans, and curricula, 
and that these agencies should be informed that the Bureau will be 
p3.eased to cooperate. Thon, when a Bureau representative is sent to 
speak on some general subject he should not confine his remarks solely to 
the accomplishments of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

I recommend, therefore, that another letter be forwarded to 
the Spocial Agents in Charge, informing them of thoir direct responsi- 
bility of keeping thcmsolvos informed as to the existence of all 
training schools for police in thoir respective divisions, and that 
both by correspondence from the Bureau and by contact from the field, 
those in charge of those training schools should bo informed of the 
Bureau’s desiro to bo of all possible assistance. The only qualifica- 
tions I believe proper to make at this time is that first consideration 
and favoritism bo shown to thoso departments which havo boon represented 
in the FBI National Police Academy, for to those graduates tho Bureau 
has promised the fullest extent of its cooperation in organizing and 
conducting .training schools.

I talked wibh SA(pLadd concerning the memorandum which I addressed to 
t you on JDpdember 16th relative to the overtime records of the employees 
-of therchicago Division. 

Mr. Ladd indicated that he* has been away from Chicago much of the time 
lately but he agreed with me that the overtime records did' not reflect 
a sufficiently forceful administration of the office.. I instructed him 
to immediately correct this situation; 

i would like , to recommend that Mr. Ladd be 'not used in the future in 
making inspections because, frankly, if* a situation such as that reflected 
in my memorandum, to you can exist in the Chicago .Division, I do not believe 
Mr. Ladd can be expected to aense. similar situations 6r thke. proper correc- 
tive 'measures* in- field divisions which might be inspected by him.

The Bureau recently approved* ah additional stenographer in the Chicago 
Division. It, is recommended that this authorization be canceled. I will 
submit to you in a day or two recommendations for the transfer of one or 
two agents from Chicago because the records of that office of recent 
months would indicate that a -fewer number of agents can handle even more 
work than is now being handled if they perform,, overtime comparing with . 
that being perfo rmed b y agents in oth erjparts of the country.
